Market Heavier From Various Influ 
ences. Some Stocks Active 


(By Associated Press) 
New York, August 31—Professional 
efforts were applied to Mexican oil«, 
equipments, motors, Marine preferred 
and some other high grade railroad 
shares at this morning’s session of the 
market. 
Independent upward move­ 
ments were noticed in many domestic 
oils, foods, textiles and other stocks. 
The decline in the more popular spec­ 
ulative stocks was a strain on the list 
which even enthusiastic buying in 
some directions failed to relieve. The 
market 
felt the lack 
of encourage­ 
ment and the new confused status and 
complex foreign situation 
restricted 
operations on the long side. Quite a 
number of new high records were es­ 
tablished .

Chicago, August, 31.—^Pursuing the 
efforts of the united brotherhood of 
maintenance of way employees and 
railroad labor unions to base the plea 
for increasing the minimum wages on 
the 
living wage principle, VV. 
J. 
Lauck, union statician today before 
the Railroad 
Labor Board testified 
that what he had termed a living wage 
was that established in all branches 
of American industry, or an increase 
of 22 to 34 per cent 
The lowest range, or 22 per cent. 
increase, he said was only sufficient 
to raise the annual wage to $1,000 
for those workers who now' received 
less than that sum, on the basis of an 
aggregate wage budget in the in­ 
dustry of $33,000,000,000 in 1918.

FORCED FEDERAL SUPERVISION 


Oftu ial Of Government Viewa Receiv 
ership of Railroad.

Chicago, 111., Aug. 31—The receiv­ 
ership of the Chicago and Alton rail­ 
road filed in Federal court here yes­ 
terday, was viewed today by a high 
Federal official in close touch with 
railroad affairs, as one means of re­ 
lease from the strike trouble.

except for the striking shopmen had 
been cleared away.

Every change proposed was either 
thrown out on a point of order or 
decisively defeated.

As the House 
worked 
on 
the 
measure which, its supporters claim­ 
ed, was all the legislation needed to 
meet the emergency caused by the 
coal and rail strikes, word reached 
leaders that attempts to settle the 
anthracite strike might succeed, and 
that the Senate was ready to take up 
House coal hills as soon as it was 
through with the bonus. 
Agency Plan Blocked. 
President Harding’s original sug­ 
gestion for creation of a buying and 
selling coal agency "'a* 
put 
before 
the House by Representatives Ander­ 
son, Republican, of Minnesota, with a 
provision indirectly authorizing seiz­ 
ure of mines if found necessary 
in 
connection with agency activities, hut 
it went out on a point of order. 
Ad­ 
vised that an amendment authorizing 
the President to take over 
railroads 
and mines, in the event of “grim ne­ 
cessity,” would go out in the same 
swift fashion, members favoring sin h 
legislation announced 
that nothing

voted down an amendment delegating 
the distribution powers to the Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission in place

Chairman Winslow asserted that 
it was “a man’s job,” and that the 
President ought not to he hampered 
by restrictions which might force him 
to ,select one unfitted for the task.

in the Federal

W. (J. Beird, president, and 
W. W. Wheelock, an attorney, were 
named as the receivers. 
According to a statement by Silas 
H. Strawn, appointed counsel for the 
receivers, the receivership was pre­ 
cipitated principally by the great fall­ 
ing off in the earnings of the com­ 
pany due to the coal strike and by 
the extra expenses due to the shop­ 
men’*, strike. 
The 
resulting in the receiver­ 
ship -was iiied by the .Texas Company 
of Kaw -York god Chicago, a creditor 
with a claim of about $33,000. 
At 
the offices, e l Mr. Strawn it was stat­ 
ed the receivership will not in any 
way change the operaton of the road's 
trains. , 
i 
Indebtedness $14,000,000. 
Mr. Strawn said the board of di­ 
rectors of the road, meeting in New 
York yesterday’, admitted the road’s 
insolvency. 
The total indebtedness, 
it was estimated, will amount to about 
$14,000,000. 
What

tal is at this. juncture it is impossible 
to say, Mr. Strawn said. 
“The Chicago and Alton Railroad 
Company has for several years been 
unable to meet all of the 
interest 
on its 6 per cent general mortgage 
bonds,” Mr. Strawn’s statement said, 
“hut the holders of these bonds have 
permitted the interest to remain un­ 
paid in the hope that general rail­ 
road conditions would ultimately ad­ 
just themselves in such a way as to 
restore the property to an assured 
and reasonable prosperity. 
Business Good Prior To Strike. 
"Until the coal strike commenced, 
April I, 
gross 
earnings 
of 
the 
Chicago and Alton were very good 
but, like all railroads, it has been 
suffering from excessive 
and 
un­ 
reasonable operating costs, both in 
wages and materials, especially fuel, 
and steadily mounting tax burdens 
The directors, however, have 
been 
hopeful that these conditions would 
soon approach more nearly to nor­ 
mal or would in part at least, lie 
met by offsetting factors of a help­ 
ful character. 
But such excessive 
costs hear 
particularly 
heavy 
on 
short 
railroads 
with 
expensive 
teiminals such as the Alton, -chich 
operates a little over IOO miles, and 
terminates’ in the cities of Chicago, 
St. Louis and Kansas City, vdth an 
average freight 
haul of only 
185 
miles and an average passenger haul 
of only 65 miles.

put down. 
“ In its tree planting, 
the Pennsyl­ 
vania departm ent gives 
consideration 
to conditions peculiar 
to the work. 
Present and future traffic conditions 
m ust be given proper weight. Sufficient 
room m ust be allowed for widening 
the thoroughfare 
to care for traffic 
which m ay develop in the next fifty 
years. 
On prim ary roads, therefore, it will I »P«nt 
be found th a t the distance from one 
line of trees across to the trees on the 
opposite side is fifty feet. 
On sec­ 
ondary roads the distance need not be 


bo great. 
W here the right of way is less than 
fifty feet on trunk roads, permission 
has been secured from property own­ 
ers to plant within fence lines, and 
this permission 
is usually 
secured 
w ithout 
difficulty. 
But in so fa r as 
possible the departm ent endeavors to 
m ake its plantings within the legal 
limit of the highway, so th at the trees 
m ay be fully protected. 


In the selection of trees considera­ 
tion is given to the interference th at 
m ay result to growing crops in ad ja­ 
cent fields, and selection is made of 
those trees which will 
extract 
the 
least moisture and soil fertility. 
Objections from 
certain localities 
have been overcome through proper 
selection of trees. There have been 
objections, too, on the p a rt of public 
service corporations 
which say 
th a t 
eventually the trees will come in con-

In the heat of m idsum m er unchilled food spoils so quickly 
that to save it at all people have to keep the 
refrigerator 
well iced. In Fall the heat is less intense and less prolong­ 
ed and that puts people off their guard. They forget that 
some days are hot even w hen the nights are cool. 


They also forget that unless food 
is kept chilled all 
the 
time it will spoil just as surely on a warm day as on a hot 
day, but not quite so fa s t. 


Whatever the tem perature may be outdoors— hot, warm 
or cool— the tem perature in your 
ice-box should always 
be the same— that is ice cold. Otherwise your milk, meat, 
butter and eggs will not keep. 
Bacteria breed above 
a 
certain temperature— about 50 degrees 
for most 
foods, 
and at BO degrees th ey breed very fast. 
That starts de­ 
cay . 


If September proves a hot month, you 
will use a lot 
of 
ice and must have it; if it turns cool you will use but lit­ 
tle ice to keep your refrigerator ice cold. 
You don’t have 
to think of the w eath er. Keep your ice chamber filled. 
That will protect your food all the time and cost you only 
what the weather m ay m elt. 


It is both wasteful and unsafe to let your ice get low be­ 
cause the weather is a bit cooler.
